Ail  words 
formed  wilh  ■>»(  as  a  prefix  of  negation,  priTation  &e.,  could 
not  bo  givea  in  the  alphabetical  ordei'.  Such  as  are  omitted 
will  ba  easily  understood  liy  an  intelligent  and  scholarly  learner 
by  turning  up  the  positive  form  of  the  word. 

Nothing  need  be  said  here  on  the  Gujarliti  laDgnage,  ils 
origin,  extension,  the  so-called  literature  it  possesses,,  and  so 
on,  OS  the  reailer  will  find  a  great  deal  of  vary  interesting  and 
important  information  in  tlie  Introduction  by  Dr.  Glasgow, 
whose  kioduesa  and  favour  1  am  moat  thankful  to  ackuowledge. 
I  intended  also  to  inaert  liere  an  outline  of  Giijar&tS  grammar, 
but  ueither  time  nor  epace  permit  me  to  do  it. 

To  the  Rev.  Dhanjibhii  Nouroji  my  heat  and  most  aincere 
thanks  are  dtie  for  the  kindness  and  care  sith  which  he  has 
read  over  tho  proof-sheets  of  the  work,  and  often  made 
important  suggeationH.  For  miatakea,  hoover,  1  alone  ara 
responsible. 

With  reference  to  mistakes,  let  it  te  remembered,  that  of 
nil  humnn  productions,  dictionaries  «re  liable  to  be  the  .least 
free  of  them :  and  it  is  espocially  the  fote  of  the  early 
dictionaries  of  rude,  uncultivated,  spoken  dialecla  like  the 
Giijarati.  'I'o  three  points,  connected  with  the, language,  how- 
ever, 1  have  paid  considarahle  attention,  and  have  tried  to  do 
the  best  possible  about  each  of  them. 

First  in  the  etymology  a  good  deal  has  been  al- 
tempted,  though  it  is  perhaps  the  least  satisfactory  part  of  the 
work.  Many  things  have  been  left  unnoticed  on  account  of 
insufficient  time  and  information.  Indeed,  of  each  of  the  words 
inserted  In  the  Dictionary,  and  of  the  hundreds  and  hnndreda 
more  which  are  not  known  to  one  in  a  thonwnd  iu  Bombay,  vV

Now.  to 
settle  this  everchauging  and  licentious  orthography,  and  make 
it  suitable  for  universal  adoption,  is  neither  the  work  of  one 
raau  nor  of  a  short  time, — much  less  is  it  to  be  expected  in  the 
first  edition  of  a  Dictionary.  'I'his  true  and  patience-necessitat- 
ing consideration  has  not,  however,  driven  me  to  carelessness 
or  indifference  about  it.  Errors,  doubtless,  will  be  detected, 
which  can  only  be  corrected  in  a  future  edition. 

Thirdly,  accuracy  and  precision  have  been  conscientiously 
aimed  at  in  the  renderings  of  every  word ;  but  it  will  be  no 
wonder,  if  a  few  absurdities  have,notwith8tanding,crept  into  the 
work,  and  do,  for  sometime,  "furnish  folly  with  laughter,  and 
harden  ignorance  into  contempt.^"  It  is  impossible  to  render 
the  dictionary  of  a  living  language  perfect,  '*  since'  while  it  is 
hastening  to  publication,  some  words  are  budding  and  some  fall-

The  case  is  quite  different  with  the  lexicon  of  a  dead  lan- 
guage. It  is  possible  to  bring  it  to  the  point  of  perfection.  The 
lexicographer  will,  on  a  careful  survey  of  his  field,  perceive  im- 
mediately the  boundary  marked  out  within  which  he  is  to  plough, 
and  sow,  and  reap  the  harvest :  the  literary  works  of  the  lan- 
guage, the  words  of  which  he  is  defining,  are  his  only  guide  and 
authorities,  and  provided  that  he  possess  genuine  scholarship, 
and  the  habits  of  unintermitting  sedulity,  he  willproduce  an

Indian  literature  commences  with  the  Yedas ;  but  they  necessi- 
tate the  inquiry,  Whence  came  the  earliest  of  the  Vedas  ?  '*So 
great  an  influence  has  the  Vedic  age  (the  historic  period  to 
which  we  are  justified  in  referring  the  formation  of  the  .sacred 
texts)  exercised  upon  all  succeeding  periods  of  Indian  history, 
so  closely  is  every  branch  of  literature  connected  with  Vedic 
traditions,  so  deeply  have  the  religious  and  moral  ideas  of  that 
primitive  era  taken  root  in  the  mind  of  the  Indian  nation,  so 
minutely  has  almost  every  private  and  public  act  of  life  been 
I'egulated  by  old  troditiouai-y  precepts,  that  it  is  impossible  to 
find  the  right  poiuf.  uf  viuw,  for  judging  of  Indian  religion,  mo- 
rals, and  literature,  without  a  literary  knowledge  of  the  Vedic 
age/'a  Thus  Sanskrit  literature  cu  such,  can  go  no  further  back 
than  to  the  Vedas.  In  the  land  of  the  Kig  Veda,  that  is  in 
Peshawar  and  the  Panj4b,  Sanskrit,  as  a  separate  and  kuowu 
jk  language,  has  its  rise.  But  while  the  Brahman's  inquiries  may 
^  stop  there,  it  is  not  so  either  with  learned  Europeans  or  with 
Hindus  who,  under  an  enlightened  government  have  got  a  more 
liberal  than  a  mere  Sanskrit  education.  All  such  know,  by  plain 
grammmatical  and  pitilological  evidence, that  Sanskrit  is  only  an 
ofishoot  of  an  olde^  language  that  existed  in  the  lands  out  of 
which  the  Aryas  emigrated  to  India.  The  following  words  of 
Dr.  Haug  also  merit  attention :  ''The  Zand  texts  are  handed 
down  to  uUf  not  in  their  original  characters,  but  in  a  later  form 
of  writing  which  arose  very  shortly  after  the  commoDcement  of 
the  Christian  era,  when  Syriac  literature  began  to  spread  in 
Persia.  The  form  of  the  Zand  characters,  besides,  bears  a  great 
resemblance  to  soma  Syriac  alphabets.'^  Thus  the  Sytiae  al- 
phabet affected  that  of  the  Zand.  In  proximity  with  the  Zand 
there  existed  also  the  Pehlvi,  respecting  which  Dr.  Haug  has  also 
said,  *' The  main  character  of  both  (the  Pehlvi  of  books,  and 
that  of  coins  and  inscriptions)  is  the  same,  viz.  a  mix- 
ture of  Shemitic  and  Iranian  elements,  the  Shemitic  part 
being  always  identical  with  Chaldi  forms  and  words,  and 
the  Iranian  with  Persian.''^  **  It  ( an  inscription)  is  fnll  of 
Shemitic  words,  but  the  structure  is  Iranian,  not  Shemi- 
tic." Thus  there  seems  no  room  for  doubt,  that  the  Shemitic 
affected  the  Fehlvf,  and  the  Pehlvi  the  Zand,  which  was  sub- 
stantially the  same  wi^h  the  Sanskrit  of  the  emigrant  Aryans

[Its  roots  have  existed  fror 
ttge,  but  not  earlier  than  that  of  such  languages  as  i 
same  roots.]  These  comprehend  not  only  the  whole  of 
European  languages ;  but  cognate  with  these,  must  b 
some  at  least  of  the  languages  usually  denominated  S 
For  the  discovery  of  the  cognate  relation  expressec 
term  Indo-European,  we  are  carried  back  little  more 
a  century;  and  this  discovery  constituted  an  importan 
gical  era.  But  one  more  important  still  id  beginning, 
not  be  said  to  have  already  begun.  It  had  been 
frequently  assumed,  that  Sanskrit  and  Shemitic  roo 
relation  to  one  anether;  but  this  assumption  will  be  i 

to  stand  the  test  of  learned  investigation. 

Ilespacting  the  origin  of  the  Indo-European  races  tl 

been  counter  theories  : — one  that  they  all  originated 
and  another  that  they  migrated  both  eastward  and 
from  a. central  locality .•  The  former  has  been  mainta 
writer  in  the  Journal  of  the  Royal  Asiatic  Society 
latter  in  the  late  work  of  J.  Muir  Esq., — Sanskrit  Text 
of  tiiese  writers  have  overlooked,  though  not  per 
tending  to  deny,  the  afiinities  of  the  Indo-Euroj 
Shemitic  languages.  An  adequate  knowledge  of  other  f( 
languages  might  doubtless  trace  them  also  to  the  san 
But  this  comes  not  within  my  present  range.

Wiatera  are  mentiaoed  in  the  Bigvedi 
in  reference  to  longevity ;  but  the  "ten  months*  are  taken  from 
•  the  Vandidad.  <>  And  but  little  reliance  can  be  placed  on  thja ; 
for  Dr.  Haugsbowathst some  high  priesta,thiDkingititicoQBiBteni 
with  the  deeoription  of  an  earthly  Paradise,  changed  the  texl 
into  seven  niontha  winter  and  five  moiitlis  summer.  Audio 
on«of  hiatranalations from  the  Areata,  ne  find  3O0  winteramac 
many  years,  just  ait  in  tbe  Rigveda.  Sogdiaand  Baktria  ere 
named,  as  seats  of  emigration.  And  it  iaiiot  impossible  that 
some  of  the  pEuttoral  Ai^nns  may  have  resided  there  for  a  time  ; 
and  theiice,  with  tome  of  tbe  otiier  moving  bands,  may  have 
fouud  their  ivay  to  tbe  banks  of  ihe  E&biil  liver,  tbe  Sindhu  and 
and  the  Pui^jibic  tributaries.  It  aeems  clear  for  many  reasons, 
hotrever,  that  the  greater  number  of  the  Aryans  come  from 
places  much  further  west.  Nor  does  this  asMgu  them  a  larger 
migration  than  that  of  other  tribes  to  Europe.  Muir  and  others 
more  correctly  name  Mpdia,  as  what  mny  be  called  Aiyit-sthin 
proper;  and  Herodotns^  ezpreasly  says  that  tbe  Medians  were 
called  Aryans.  Some  assign  Ir&n  aa  the  region,  that  ii 
Persia,  and  especially  the  portion  anciently  called  Media.  Tbe 
liroita  of  Media  are  not  very  accurately  defined.  We  read  o'. 
Media  and  Peniiain  the  historical  hooka  of  Scripture  ;and  botti 
HerodotiiB  and  Xenopbon  speak  of  the  Medes  as  becoming  sub' 
ject  to  Persia.  A  region  called  ti)b'  Arr&n  is  mentioned  ii 
Johnson's  Arabic  and  Persian  Dictionery  as  situated  "betweei 
Azerbaijiti  (Mediii)andGurji8iftD(Georgia).'' Great  numbers  oltfat 
Arcana  probably  occupied  the  sides  of  the  Elburz  moontvui 
south  of  the  Csapion,  some  of  which  are  nearly  15000  feet'  bigl 
with  perpetual  snow.  The  same  applies  to  the  peak  of  Ararat  ii 
Anneuia.  Many  names  of  places  would  seem  to  indicate  thai 
tbe  Aryans  had  some  of  their  localities  even  farther  weat  thai 
Media.  As  the  name  Aram  belonged  to  one  of  tbesonsof  Shem<< 
it  does  not  seem  admissible,  as  otherwise  it  might,  as  the  origit 
of  the  name  Arya;  aud  as  we  have  seen,  Herodotus  calls  them 
Median.    It  may  not  be  safe  tp  infer  that  all  tbe  namea  begin

'  Saoh  an  analfBJB  of  roots  would  require  to  be  preoedetl  bj  an 
elucidatiOD  of  the  principlea  of  the  permntatiom  of  letters. 
Sooh  permutations  exist  in  Sanskrit;  and  eome  of  them  an  reduc- 
ed to  ijatem  by  grammatioal  rulps,  while  Bume  might  onlj  be 
regarded  as  Tarieties  of  orthorgraph  j,  as  iu  the  passage  of  many 
roots  into  composite  words.  In  these,  parmutatione  often  occur 
BO  unnatural,  aa  to  warraot  a  strong  snteoedmt  su^oion  that 
in  all  such  oasea,  the  pantlits,  knowing  only  Sanskrit,  had  not 
attained  a  true  knowledge  of  the  roots.  Such  permutationa  of 
lattera  or  syllables  also  occur  iu  the  passage  of  Sanskrit  words 
into  prikrit  or  modem  parlanoa;  as  f^'5ITT=fi?ll»S;  5^  or 
^=!il»l;  ?(hT=*li9t«l;  tren:=Mt?  *c.  Bopp  has  »i- 
nutelj  pointed  out  the  permutation^  whieh  run  through  the 
Indo-Eiiropeaa  languages,  Sauskrit  included.  Gflsemus  baa 
executed  a  similar  work  iu  Hebrew.  But  a  great  desideratum  is 
a  book  of  roots,  that  will  achieve  a  like  result  fos  the  Shemitic 
and  ludo-Suropean  families  combined.  He  who  has  the  learn- 
ing, the  spirit  of  research,  and  the  time  requiei  ts' for  tiiia  work, 
may  do  au  important  service  to  thecanse  not  only  of  philology, 
but  ethnology.

\  Points  of  agreement  might  be  traced  further,— e.  g.  in  prepo 

\  sitiuns,  the  majority  of  which  are  virtual  nouns,  both  in  Hebrev 

and  Gujarati.  But  the  examples  given  render  it  hard  to  suppose 
no  intercourse,  at  any  former  time,  between  the  ancestors  of  th* 
Gujarati  speakers,and  the  Arameans.The  Aryan  tribes  emigratet 
not  all  in  a  mass,  but  in  bands  from  various  provinces  of  wha 
was  then  the  Assyrian  empire.  From  historical  probabilitiei 
this  seems  to  have  continued  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  centu 
ries.  Thus  Herodotus'*  says :  *'  the  Assyrians  ruling  the  highe: 
Asia  for  520  years,  the  Medes  first  began  to  rebel  against  them 
They  having  fought  for  freedom  with  the  Assyrians,  became 
good  men,  and  hating  slavery  were  emancipated.  And  afte: 
them  other  nations  did  so  to  the  Medes."  This  emancipatioi 
of  the  Medes  is  refeired  to  710  B.  C^;and  it  must  have  precedec 
the  times  of  Cyrus,  under  whom  the  Medes  and  Persians  be 
came  one  powerful  kingdom.  These  emigrants  would  speak  th< 
common  language,  in  the  dialect  of  the  respective  provinces  o! 
the  dominant  Assyrian  empire,  from  which  thej  came.  Thes< 
dialectic  differences  would  increase,  until  embodied  in  the  vari 
ous  languages  of  northern  India.  Now  the  Gujariti  language 
seems  to  me,  for  various  such  reasons,  as  those  assigned  above 
to  have  been  derived  from  tribes  emigrating  from  the  men 
western  provinces. 
The  language,  as  existing  at  present,    is  marked  by  dialectic

I'he  Bfilbodh  letters  have  uniformlj  a  headline,  irhich  ie  dis- 
used ID  ver;  much  of  the  carreot  writing ;  though  manj  meldi, 
instead  of  writiDg,as  in  Sanskrit;  by  attaching  the  top  stroke  to 
each  letter,  draw  an  ink  Une,  instead  of  a  pencil  ruling,  acrass 
the  page,  and  write  under  it.  Some  have  preferred  this,  as  giv- 
ing to  the  eye  a  fiuer  appearance.  But  a  little  consideration 
will  show,  that  it  ia  useless  and  incovenient.  It  is  useleaa 
because  while  in  Biilbodh  it'  discriminateB  only  ?from  ^and 
Hfrom ''lathis  discrimination  Ib,  in  the  current  letters,  effected 
mora  simply,  as  H  t( ,  »t  ^ .  T^^i  the  nse  of  the  head  line  is 
completely  supentedad.  It  ia  also  incoDvenient,  becaure  it  ne- 
cessarily Kakes  the  lettera  so  much  larger,  and  prevents  the 
introduction  of  types  as  small  as  even  the  larger  kinds  of  Eng- 
lish type. 

The  Gujai&ti  alphabet,  whether  current  or  Bfilbodh.  has  in 
one  respect  beeu  defectively  used.  In  many  Sanakrit  words  a 
stop  or  vyanjatt'  placed  under  a.  letter,  denotes  that  the  conso- 
nant terminates  the  sound  without  the  addition  of  ahor^  a.  Such 
letters  have  faceu  pretty  often,  but  by  bo  means  uniformly  ao 
marked  iu  Gujar&ti.  But  many  other  consonant  soiuds  in 
Oujarati  are  tertninal;  and  to  make  writing  and  tyopograpfay 
truly  repreaentthesounds,  all  such  consonants  should  have  the 
tj/anfan  for  the  same  reason  for  whioh  the  Sanskrit  worda  have 
it.  I'hia  would  be  especially  useful  in  poetry,  where  short  vow- 
els not  pronounced,  are  otherwise  liable  to  be  coimted. 

The  deuirableness  of  reducing  the  size  of  type  for  the  purpose 
of  makjugpriuting cheaper,  and  books  more  portable,  and  com- 
pariBon  of  languages  more  easy,  has  led  to  the  introduction  of 
what  is  called  the  romaniting  tj/iMn. — the  representatioQ  of 
Indian  words  by  Roman  or  Eaglisb  letters,  according  to  a  tabu- 
lated orthographical  scheme.  It  is  not  proposed  by  this  to  sup- 
press other  alphabets,  though  some  suppose  its  advantages 
would  lead  to  its  gradual  adoption.  It  would  possess  obvious 
advantages  not  only  for  Europeans,  bnt  for  all  w^  receive  an 
English  education,  and  who  for  their  own  convenience,  frequ- 
ently use  the  EngUsb  alphabet.  In  the  north  of  India,  various

I  have  neither  intended  to  decr^,  nor  to  eulogize  the  Giija' 
poets, — neither  to  cull  out  the  worst    nor  the  best,  hut  a 
averagospecimena  of  theleadinR  raeaaures.  There  is  a  oonr 
able  easo  of  eipresaion,  with  a  little  laiity  of  prosody,  to  o' 
which  short  marks  have  been  in  some  new  books,  placi 
long  vowels,  and  vice  versa.     But  such  inarlcB  indicato  t 
poetry  which  requires  them  is  lame. 

Besides  the  authors  referred  to,  there  are  othcrs,wh( 
ate  possessed  hyJains,  of  some  of  which  I  have  copie; 
is  also  the  poetry  of  Kabir,  terse  and  aphoristic,  and  nc 
restrained  by  prosodial  rules. 

Previously  to  tiie  influx  of  English  learning,  tho  pr 
were  few  and  their  works  of  little  importance, 
earlier,  maybe  named  Panchopakhjnn,— substanti 
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lation  of  the  Sanskrit  Hitopdesha.  This  \ras  used  for  years  in 
the  Government  Vernacular  Schools.  It  has  only  a  good  Guj- 
rati  style  to  recommend  it.  And  it  has  happily  been  superseded 
by  the  increase  of  educational  books  of  a  better  stamp.  At  an 
early  period  of  Government  Education  some  translations  of 
scientific  works,  as  of  Button's  Mathematics  were  published^ 
which  seem  now  to  have  well  nigh  disappeared.  They  were  pro, 
duced  at  a  tim^  when  but  few  possessed  the  comparative 
knowledge  of  the  English  and  Vernaculars  adequate  to  trans- 
late English  scientific  language.  Similar  attempts  were  made 
in  other  departments,  such  as  a  translation  of  Lord  Brougham's 
** Discourse  on  the  Objects,  Advantages  and  Pleasures  of  Science.*' 
Preferable  in  point  of  style  are  the  translations  of  **  Esop's 
Fables,"  and  of  the  "  Children's  Friend,"  ( B41mitra. )  More  re- 
cently translations  of  some  works  of  a  moral  bearing  were  pub- 
lished, such  as  "  Youth's  Book  of  Natural  Theology,**  and  the 
Moral  Class  Book.  Kor  must  it  be  overlooked  that  some  pro- 
gress has  been  made,  in  a  subject  of  extreme  importance  for  the 
youth  of  India,-History,  to  which  may  be  added  Biography. 
There  are  histories  of  India,  England,  Persia  and  general  his- 
tories. Nor  have  Astronomy,  Natural  Philosophy,  Chemistry 
been  altogether  forgotten.  Grammar,  Geography,  School  books 
and  books  of  general  literature  have  all  been  on  the  advance. 
These,  though  but  beginnings,  are  hopeful,  and  enable  us  to 
anticipate  at  no  remote  period,  a  higher  and  more  profitable 
cultivation  of  Gujarat!  in  common  with  other  languages. 

The  present  generation, — indeed  it  may  be  said,  the  last  few 
years,  have  witnessed  the  rise  of  Gujar&ti  periodical  literature. 
My  memory  is  familiar  with  the  time  when  it  was  not;  and 
when  samples  of  Gujar4ti  poetry  were  procurable  only  from 
vivavoce  recitation,  or  from  manuscripts  purchased  at  a  high 
price.     In  this  respect,  the  students  of  the  language, — whether 
the  evangelist,  seeking  to  employ  it,  as  a  vehicle  of  instruction , 
or  servants  of  Government  and  Railway  Companies,  have  an 
immense  advantage  over  those  who  entered  India  twenty  years 
ago,  while  Gujarati  pupils  are  much  more  favoured  than  at  that 
.  period,  when  schools  were  few  in  number,  excepting  schools  in 
which  the  masters  never   thought  of  using  books,  and  whose 
circle  of  education  consisted  in  teaching  how  tq  trace  characters 
tmoro  frequently  digit«  than  letters.)  with  a  pointed  stick  on  a
